WASHINGTON,

4.— The house 


passed1 the Chineeo exclusion bill by 
yeas 170, oaya 42. 


The bill absolutely prohibits any Chi- 


neBO, whether or not a tubjeclof China, 
excepting diplomatic and consular ofll- 
cera and EervnntB, from ebtering the 
United Stales, and Chinese who may 
hereafter leavo the United States ore 
prohibited from returning to the noun- 
try. 


It mnkoa liable to arrest Chinese mer- 


chan's entering tho United States or 
found unlawfully therein, and provides for 
their punishment by imprisonment not 
exceeding five years 'and subsequent re- 
moval Lo the country whence they came, 
provided chat when they como by way of 
contig.iouB foreign territory they be re- 
turned to China. 


Tho proviso allows the secretary to 


permit Chinese in transit to visit the 
United fctatea under such lules as lie 
may prescribe. This last clause repeals 
all acts and treaties inconsistent with 
this.

The reason for 
this ia that American wool manufactur- 
ers don't manufacture from American 
wool exclusively, but mix with foreign 
wool. Cotton ehoddy and other adul- 
terations, and wool under operation of 
the tariff cannot be exported. Ameri- 
can wool growers are confined to a re* 
etricted market under conditions that 
manufacturers of foreign and domestic 
wools are not in competition, hence they 
mrjHt be used together, complementing 
each other for the manufacture of woolen 
good* acceptable to t!m market. With 
free wool thu price of these goodrj would 
be reduced to the extent of the tariff on 
foreign 
wools. 
In their 
manufac- 


ture this decrease in price would largely 
increase the manufacture 
and sales 


on each goods and oo increase tbo de- 
maid for American wools at the inanu- 
factury; iu other words, cheapening 
foreign wool by the removal of the tariff 
benefits not only the wool grower and 
woolen manufacturers, but ia of advant- 
age to tho general public who are the 
consumers.

conclusion Springer 


called attention to tho fact that placlne 
raw Bugar on the free list in 1800 caused 
an increased consumption of sugar to the 
amount of nearly 24 per cent in 18!U, 
and said the passage of the present bill 
would have a similar effect in Increasing 
the consumption of woolen goods and 
cause the starting tip of all ebtablleh- 
meuts idle daring 1890, and would gitfe 
employment to $74,000,000 of capital,

Morgan Makes a Speech for tho

WASUISSTOH, April 4.— After consider- 


ation of several matters Morgan, in call- 
ing up his resolution, aaid he knew a 
subject which struck the attention of 
senators in an alarming way, because 
the people of the United States are very 
earnest in desiring to have some relief, 
from the existing financial condition and 
embarrassment. He knew the behest of 
party stood in the way of a frse expres- 
sion of opinion from party men. Morgan 
went on to criticise the silver Act of 1800. 
In tbo further course of his argument he 
remarked incidentally that one of the 
consequences of the defeat of free etlver 
legislation would be the nomination of 
Cleveland. At 2 o'clock unfinished busi- 
ness was laid before tho senate, but 
Morgan WAS Allowed to go on with his 
speech.

GRIFFITH'S SENSATION 


John. K. Confesses to the 


Pixley Train Robbery. 


TIRED OF A SEA DOG'S 
LIFE 


Belief That the Story IB a Weird In- 


vention of a Hiiid Gone 


Clean Daft. 


The following dispatch received at 


San Francisco on the arrival of the 
bark Discovery has created considerable 
stir: 


HONOLULU, March 10, — John H. Grif- 


fith, a Bailor on the whaling ship Norih- 
ern Light, which left here today frfr a 
cruise in the North Pacific ocean, ad- 
dressed a letter, under date oi March 
12lh, to United States Consul Stavens 
iu which he confesses having perpetra- 
ted, in company with two companions, 
the daring train robbery which took 
place near Pixley, Cal., February 22, 
18S9. Three men boarded tho cars at 
that point, and alter the train baa left 
the station they climbed over tho bag- 
gage car into the cab of the engine. 
They ordered the engineer to stop the 
trum, out bo did not obey quickly, and 
as a consequence lost his life. 


A passenger who emerged from a coach 


after the train came to a utaiiflBl.il wiie 
aleo shot and killed. The robbers then 
went through the mail and express cars, 
taking everything they could lay their 
hands on aud escaped. Griffith's letter 
in full is as follows: 
"Ship Northern 


Light, March 12, 1892,,To the KiK.it Hon. 
American Coneul, Honolulu, Hawaiian 
Islands— Dear Sir : "I wish to give my- 
self up in your hands as a fugitive from 
justice, to he held a prisoner until the 
state authorities of California and the 
postal authorities of the United States 
are notified and can act in the matter. 
About 8 p.m. on February 22, 1889, 
the San Francisco and Los Angeles local 
exprees train was stopped by three 
highwaymen ne»r the town of Pixley, in 
Fresno county, California, and Wells, 
Fargo & Go's car forced and robbed <jf 
$7000 in gold. The mail pouches were 
rifled and several registered letters and 
other papers and packages of minor value 
secured. 


"Two men were killed in tho melee, 


the fireman of the train and a passenger 
from the town of Modesto, Cal. 
There 


ie a large standing reward for the appre- 
hension of the parties who perpetrated 
thla crime. The etatd oilers n reward of 
.WOCO and Wollfl, Fargo & Co. $20.00. 
beeides two or three flinullor rewards by 
private partita. Myself and two other 
young men are the perpetrators, nnd 
were the sole actors in thie crime. Tho 
leader in this is u well to do insurance 
agent, doing biiBluoBS in Fresno, Cal., at 
the present time. Myself and tbo oilier 
fellow havo been at sea together most of 
the time einco then. 
1 havo lived in 


constant fear einco then. Kvory mo- 
ment of my Hfo 1 have been in ureat 
terror, aud now I believe the facts should 
he nmdo public before my ship reaubea 
Sun Francieco, hcnco this statement. 


"The other follow shipped on (ho John 


P. Went, with tho intention of runninji 
away on some of tho islands near the 
equator, and when he found out tlmt the 
ship would not put in at any ot the 
islands, I have now every reason to bo- 
liuvo tlmt he ie tho man who set her on 
lire. 1 will turn slate's evidence und 
make a clean breast of tho whole thing. 
As soon as i eoo yon I will make a writ- 
ten statement of all the faute and swear 
to it before a nolffry. I am turning my- 
self over lo you because I can't stand 
this wretched, fearful existence any 
longer, and hope to fiet olT lighter by 
acting thui<. If you take me in charge, 
do it quickly, as my ship will leave hero 
at oil eo. This must be ended at onco 
and for good, even if it ends In self-de- 
struction. My father is A wealthy busi- 
ness man of Fresno, Cal. I am 20 
years of age, light complected und weigh 
140 pounds: Respectfully, 


JOHM Jl. Gnimrn. 


"March 12lh,9 a.m., 1892,— Thla is a 


deliberate step I am taking, sir, after 
long deliberation, and I stand ready to 
make a full and thorough statement and 
swear to same before a notary. It is ray 
only chance of salvation, as I left piooto 
in Fresno that will surely bo found out 
before it geta to San Francisco. I am 
perfectly willing to await as a prisoner' 
pending a requisition.

"Ship Northern Light." 


Gri (IHl.'fl letter became public before 


reaching tbo American consul, aud Grif- 
fith was at onco interviewed. He was, 
however, non-com m tin icative. 
Griffith 


was on the Kantft Cruz with Captain 
Green in 1890, shipping from San Fran- 
cisco. Ho is reported to have embezzled 
money from that veaael. At that time 
he was known afl belonging to Freino, 
Cal. It is stated on good authority that 
a former cook of the whaler John P. 
West, which was burned here last month, 
is willing to testify that the West was 
set on fire. Tho parties who are suspected 
are hero on the islands, and it is stated 
that McKinnon &. Co., owners of the 
West, have been informed of thia and 
have Bent a detective hero. The out- 
come ot Griffith1!! letter ia awaited with 
intercut, and it ,g expected the steamer 
Australia, which loaveB here subsequent 
to the Balling of the bark Discovery, 
which carries his letter, may convoy fur- 
ther particulars. Griffith loft here on 
tho Northern Light today. 


Griffith ia well known in this city 


where ho resided for ten years prior to 
bis wing away on the salt, salt sea. 
Although his brothers, who aro well 
known and reputable business men of 
thin city, aid all in their power to make 
him an industrious and useful member 
of 
Bociety, his craving 
for strong 


drink had too flrm a hold on him to bo 
saccessfully resisted. 
When under the 


influence of intoxicating liquor ho seemed 
to loae all control of himself and acted 
like one insane. 


On account of hid penchant for liquor 


he often not into trouble and brought 
undeserved disgrace npon the family 
name. On one occasion he wrote a com- 
munication to THE REPUBLICAN alleging 
that certain deputy sheriffs had mur- 
dered a man. There was not the 
Blijclitest foundation for the charge, 
and it waa ascertained that Griffith wrote 
the sensational letter while under tbo in* 
flnence of tho delirium attending a do- 


Nobody in Freano believes that his 


confeseion is gjmiinp, and his relatives 
say that he wan home at the time of the 
Pixlev train robbery. His penchant for 
breaking the law while drnnlc did not 
tal'.o the form of robbery or any other 
crime rcqnirina daring and nerve. Ho 
wad firrestoil "once for selling another 
niftn's cftltio and on another occasion for 
potty piUeringR. but the (act that he wtto 
temporarily 
insane 
enabled him to 


osmpR punishment. 


Ho was more than onco committee] lo 


the. insane aflylnm, and he was taken 
from the N«pa insane asylum to Hun 
Francisco and shipped on the Northern 
Light in the hope that an enforced ab- 
sence from liquor and a diet of taH b«ef, 


hard tack and bllgo water would make tt 
man of him. 


Uie story lhat a Fresno insurance man 


was tho leader of the gang is laaehed at. 
Nobody believes that any Fresno insur- 
ance man has nerve enough to atop a 
train. If cheek could do it — but that's 
another story.

rjiirron tiding country greatly damimod. 


At liou worth fllx houses wore demol- 


ished In thu path of the storm. 


Tho storm, besides being similar to n 


tornado, wns accompanied by a water 
tipont which Hooded all crooks,

are inundated and fields for miles are 
under water. Crops are entirely washnd 
out and fanners will he obliged to ru- 
plant.

inches tall and compactly bnilt, with 
deeplj RPt larpft eyes and jet black, wavy 
hnir.

ocratic speech at Providence, R. I., laet 
Saturday night, the balk of which was in 
ezplunatlon of the Democratic free trade 
hobby, and in the course of which he 
said: 


"The demand la your platform for 


tree raw material ought, it seems to me, 
to bi warmly seconded by the citizens of 
yonr stats. The manufacturer, who flees 
m free raw inaterhtls a reduced cost of 
his products, rcHtilling iu an increased 
consumption and an extension of his 
markets, and a constant activity and re- 
tarn lor his invested L-jipital, cftu hardly 
trust the party which flret resisted tiny 
reform in tbe tariff, then juggled wiih it 
and HI last flatly refused him the relief 
he still needs." 


Mr. Cleveland but echoes the senti-

M. H. De Young Stands Up 


tor tlie Settlers. 


THE 
EAILROAD 
liEBUKEU 


Some Hard Blows Dealt at the Mo- 


in the Interest of tho 


People. 
• 


Some time ago it was generally ro- 


portod in San Francisco that M. H. de 
Young, proprietor of tbe Chronicle,, lind 
eeouretl the support of Collie F. Hunt- 
ing I on ia his aspirutioue for tlie United 
StattiB senatorflhip. Mr. DoYoung did 
not make any denial of tlio report until 
yesterday, and bis denial is one of tbe 
nealeat.moBt unique and moat'conviccicg 
of any ia the annals of journalism. 


The denial takes tho shape of an out- 


spoken opinion on behalf of the West 
Bide Settlers, upon whose homes the 
Southern Pacific company has made a 
piratical onslaught. If Mr. De Young 
ever expected anything in tho way of 
political assistance from Mr. Huulington 
or tbe Southern Pacific company, he 
would never have allowed ihe following 
trctbful and miiuly atatemeut to appear 
in bia paper: 


"The plaintiff in tbe case bases its 


right of action on tho land grant to the 
Southern Pacific railroad company 
July 27,1806, claiming title aa tbe suc- 
cessor in interest of tbat company. Cue 
of the allegations of tbe complaint is that 
the railroad comparfy has since July 27, 
1800, persistently, diligently and contin- 
uously sought to secure a patent to the 
landa due it under tbe grant of tbat date, 
but has been delayed, hindered ilndcm- 
harassed in procuring said patents by the 
interior department and tbe President. 
Thia allegation will be received with 
Borne incredulity by those who have 
studied tbe history of railroad grants in 
California. 


"Tiie suits are, in many respects, a 


repetition of the Mueael Blough cases of 
some years ayo. For a number of years 
the country from White's Bridge to Hu- 
ron bus been settled und occupied by 
poor and industrious farmers under the 
land laws of tbe United States, and tho 
government has issued its patents to 
them after compliance with the regula- 
tions of tbe land department. 
The 


Southern Pacific company has taken no 
action until the Itiudu have been mndu 
valuable by the labor of ihe patentees, 
and now seeks to deprive them not only 
of tbe land, but of tbe fruits of their 
toil, on tbe strength of a grant made in 
1800, and which has never been com- 
plied with until recently. 


"The defendants in tbe case are re- 


quired to answer tbe complaint in Loa 
Angeles today, which will be an impose!'': 
billty for many of them. The eubponaos 
I 


were issued on March 3d, but not served i 
until three weeks later, which looks very j 
much like trying to obtain snap judg- | 
meut. 
"It is of vital importance to those-de- 


fendants that they bo represented in tbo j 
circuit court, as otherwise default will be I 
entered against them. It is to he hoped ! 
they have underetood the case sufficiently i 
to employ counsel to represent thejn, for j 
otherwise they will find a decree rendered 
atjulnet them at once. 
' 
"The company plaintiff claims to feel 


very euro ol tho justice of its cause, but 
Lhe way m which the subpenaos have 
Iteon served does not indicate It. H in 
said, too, that every settlor on tbeeo 
lands has been notified that tbo railroad 
company disputed the right ol tlio United 
States to grant them patents. However 
the factd may stand tbo cases should not 
bn allowed to KO by default, for there are 
certainly rights on thopitrtof tbo defend- 
ants which should he adjudicated. 


"The railroad Company had batter bo 


cnrcfut hotv it tries to enforce claims 
which tiro without equity, however they 
may stand in a legal aspect, lost It incur 
ns much odium as in tlie Muefld Slough 
cases, and tbe result be UH tragic ns it WHB 
there. Settlors iu good faith and pat- 
entees of the United State* will not 
tamely surrender holdings to a corpora- 
tion which has never kept tho spirit of 
its agreement with the government, 
whatever it may have done as regards 
the letter.'!

Judge Harris yesterday decided tbe 


case of tbe Fresno Milling company 
against the Fresno Canal and Irrigation 
company in favor of the defendant, with 
costs. The relief sought and prayed for 
the decision states to he as follows: 


"First, that a Certain contract in writ- 


ing, entered into by M. J. Church, tbe 
Fresno Canal and Irrigation company, 
and the Fresno Milling company, dated 
April 22,1S8Q. be cancelled, and that tho 
defendant, the canal company, be en- 
joined from using the name, or asserting 
any right thereunder. 


"Second, that the defendant, the canal 


company, be required to furnish a deed 
in fee simple to tho plaintiff, to 83% 
cubic feet of water passing a given point 
per second. 


"Third, that the defendant bo required 


to pay said plaintiff damages for said 
zaual company's fai.ure and neglect to 
lurnish certain wattr agreed to be fur- 
nished to plaintiff, or the value of certain 
rents and profits of-.certain water alleged 
to huve been used by defendant, which 
plaintiff alleges rightfully belongs to the 
plaintiff, the milling company." 


The court does not find that the cou< 


tract dated April 22,1880, was obtained 
by fraud, as alleged by tbe plaintiff, but 
la of tbo opinion tbat the terms ol 
Ihe contract were thoroughly understood 
' y the plaintiff when it WBB entered into. 


'nder a prior contract, dated September 


10, 1885, plaintiff claimed to be entitled 
to deed in fee simple to 83)£ cubic feet of 
water, to be used by the plaintiff in any 
manner be saw fit. 


The contention of tbe defendant was 


that tbe second deed was not obtained by 
fraud. It was Intended to take tbe place 
of the prior one, and by its terms tbe 
plaintiff was to have no right to the 
water except as n motive power to tho 


iill. 
The decision makes a point of tho fact 


Ibat for several years after the contract 
Imd been entered into the plaintiff laid 
no claim to the water after it had passed 
the mill, but permitted the defendant to 
use it. 


Keference is then made to the expert 


ieatimouy relating to tbo quantity of 
water furnished by the defendant to the 
milling company. Tho plaintiff's expert 
testified that the amount was only 70.79 
cubic feet per second, while tbe defend- 
ant put on two experts to prove that the 
milling company had, in fact, received a 
much larger quantity of water than pro- 
vided for in tbe contract; namely, 110 
cubic feet. AJao, tbat tbe capacity of 
:he milling company's wheel was onl 
71,1)1 cubic feet and, therefore, even i. 
tbe canal company had failed to furnish 
plaintiff with 83)-j cubic feet plaintiff 
:ouW not claim to bn damaged, for the 
wheel could not have carried off the 
amount required bv the contract. The 
court holds tbat the preponderance- of 
export testimony was in favor of the dc- 
endant. 


The decision also stales that while the 


defendant agreed (n enlarge tho canal 
htlow the mill, in order the better to 
carry oft' the wator, thoro was no aurca- 
iipnt to increase tho fall at the mill, nt 
which place it amounted to between IS 
nnd 10 feet, and which would have oil' 
tailed a Kraut expense. 


A former judgment ngainflt the do- 


'ondunt in another case, enjoining it 
I rom maintaining anid canal, which tho 
lofendant plcmls iu its behalf, Is ac- 
knowlodgud by tho decision to bo oi 
force BO long 113 sui'l judgment holds 
good.

Tho best locality is always 
aluug tho borders of swamps, whore ft 
flat cake of earth is easily secured, tho 
roots spreading out horizontally in n 
denso network and holding tho soil, as 
in the- cut showing a Irco tcu feet high. 
On hard upland smaller trees must bo 
taken, as (ho roots run deeper, and a 
rounder hall of earth is necessary. Trees 
tbtis brought to Uio ground whero thcy 
iiro wanted to remain have been set 
down on tho surface of the ground and 
suffered to remain till the ground thawed 
in the spring without any detriment. 
It must bo observed thai this method 
applies only to trees in tho borders of 
woods and swamps. Those raided in 
nurseries, where they have be-.'ii several 
times transplanted, ilo nut require all 
thiii care.
